words of reproach, any way leading to revive thememory of the late 
differences,or the occaſion thereof, That then every [uch perſon, ſo 46 
aforeſaid offending, ſhall forfeit, cc. It is no matter for the Penalty, 
it is too cheap a one; the King wiſhes it bad been greater, aud there- 
fore hath by His juſt Prerogative T and *cis well fog, us He hath ſuch 
a Prerogative) added another Penalty more inſupportable, even His 
high Diſpleaſure apaiaſt all who ſhall ſwerve from this clauſe in the 
AR. Give me leave to tell you, That as any name or names,or other 


words of reproach are expreſly againſt the letter ,. and puniſhable 


accordingly, ſo evil and envious looks , murmuring and diſcontented 
hearts , are as direly apainſt che equity of this Statute , a diret 


breach of the AR of Indempnity, and ought to be puniſhed roo ; and 


I believe they may be ſo. You know Kings are in ſome ſenſe called 


Gods, and ſo they may in ſome degree be able to look into mens 


lia hearts; and God hathgiven us a King who can look as far into mens 


kearts as any Prince alive ; and He bath preat skill in Phyfiognemy 
too, you would wonder what calculations he hath made from thence; 
and no doubt, if He be provoked by evil looks, to make a further en- 
quiry into mens hearts, and findes thoſe corrupted with the paſſions 
of Envy and uncharicableneſs ,. He will never chooſe thoſe hearts to 
traſt and rely upon. He bath given us a noble andeprincely example, 
by opening and ſtretching His armes to all who are worthy to be 
His Subjects, worthy to be thought Englith men, by extending His 
heart with a pious and gratefall joy to finde all His Subjedts at onee 
in His arts, and himſelf in theirs : and ſhall we fold onr arms to- 
wards one another , and contraR our hearts with Envy and Valice 
eo each other,by any ſharp memory of what hach been unneighbonr- 
yor unkindely done heretofore ? What is this but to rebel againſt 


the Perſon of the King, againſt the excellent Example and Vertue of 
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the _ againſt the known Law ofthe Land , this biefſed \ & 
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My Lords and Gentlemen ,, The King is a Suiterto:you , makes 
it His ſuite very heartily , That you will joyn with Him in reſtoring 
the whole Nation to its primitive temper and integrity, to its old 
good maners , its old good humor , and irs old good nature, Good 
nature, a vertue ſo peculiar to you,ſo appropriated by God Almigh- 
ty to this Nation, that it can be rranllated into no other Language, 
hardly praiſed by any other people, and that you will by your 
example, by the. candor of your converſation, by your precepts, and 
by your pracice; and by all your Intereſt, teach your neighbours and 
your friends , how to pay a full obedience to this clauſe of the Sta» 
tute, how to learn this excellent Art of Forgetfuſneſs. 


Let them remember,and.l-t us all remember, how ungracious, how 


indecent, how ugly, the Inſolence, the Fierceneſs, the Bruiriſhneſs of 
their Enemfes appeared to them ; and we may piouſly and reaſonably 
believe, that Gods indignation againſt them , for their want of 
bowels, for their not being Engii/h-men, (for they had the hearts 
of Pagans and Infidels) ſent a Whirlwind in a moment to blow them 
out of the worlJ, that is, out of a capacity to do more miſchief in 
the world, excepr we pradtiſe their vices, and do that our ſelves 
which we pretend to deteſt them for s Let us not be too much 
aſhamed, agsif what hath been done amiſs, proceeded from the hu- 
mor,and the temper, and the nature of our Nation, The Aſ#ro/0- 
gers have made us a fair excuſe, and truly I hope a true one ; all 
the motions of theſe laſt twenty years have been unnatural, and 
have proceeded from the evil influence of a malignant Star; and 


lct us not too mich deſpiſe the irfluence of the Stars : And the ſame 


Aſtrologers afſure us, that the malignity of that Star isexpired; the 
g00d genir of this Kingdom is become Superior, and hath maſtered 
that malignity, and our own good old Stars govern us again, and 
their influence is ſo ſtrong, that wich our help, they will repair in 
2 year what hath been decaying in twenty ; and they onely ſhall 
have no excuſe from the Stars, who continne their malignity, and 
own all the ill thar is paſt to be their own, by continuing and im-

If any body here, or any where elſe, be too much exalted with 


what he he hath done, or what be hath ſuftred, and from thence 


thinks himſelf warranted to reproach others, let him remember the -

fuch diſtempers : He wasa pious and religious man, and for his Piety 
and Religion was condemned to the fire ; when he was led co executions 
and when an old Friend who had done him injury enough>fell at his feee 
and asked his pardon; the poor man was ſo elated with the triumph he 
was going unto, with the glory of Martyrdom,tthat hexefuſed ro be re= 
conciled unto him; upon which he was diſappointed of tis end; and for 
this uncharicableneſs , the Spirir of God immediately forſook him, and 
he apoſtatized-from the Baith+Let all thoſe who are too proud of having 
been as they think,leſs faulty then other men, and ſo are unwilling to be 
reconciled co thoſe who have offended them, take heed ofthe Apoſtacy 
of Nicephorus, and that thoſe fumes of Envy and Uacharitableneſs, and 
Murmuring,do not fo far tranſport and intoxicate them,that they fall in- 
to thole very Crimes;they value themſelves for having hitherto declined 

But, my Lords and Gentlemen, whileft we conſpire together, to exe= 
cute faithfully this part of the Bill, to put all old names and terms of dif- 
tintion intoutter Oblivion 3 let us nat. finde new names and termsto 
keep up the ſame, or a worſe diſtinRion :Tf the old reproaches of Caya= 
lier, and Round-head, and Malignant be commited to the Grave; let us 
not finde more ſignificant and better words, to ſignifieworle things; let 
not Piety and Godlineſs grow into texms of reproach, and diſtinguiſh be. 
tween the Court and the City andthe Countrey ; and letnot Piety and 
Godlineſs be meaſured by a morofity in Manners,an affeRtation of Gef- 
eure, a new mode and tone of Speaking; at leaſt, let not our Conſtituti® 
ons and Comptexions make us be thought of a contrary party ; and be= 
cauſe we have not an affeRed auſterity in our looks , that we haye not 
Piety in our hearts. Very merry men have been-very godly men;and if a 
good Conſcience be a continuall-Feaſt , there is no reaſon but men may be 
yery merry at it- -—

Do you think that if you and your worthy Companions had brought it 
up with folded Arms, down-caft looks,with fighs and other inftanices of 
deſperation, would it not have been a very melancholick Preſeng 
not your-frank and dutiful expreflions, that chearfulnes and vivacity in 
your looks , rendered it much more acceptable , much more valuable?
